MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD: 


On basis of subject paper and as directed by the Admiral, I 
took the following action this date: 


1. Conferred with Brig. Gen. G. L. Eberle, Deputy Chief, 
Civil Affairs Division, Department of the Army, in his office. 


I referred to General[i—i‘“‘(C;C*#C*C*C#C‘édecentt' dis- = 95x] 
cussion with the SANACC Sub-committee on Special Studies. Noted that 
General L__| was definitely an authority on the subject of Psychologica. 
Warfare but that he might be inclined, through lack of knowledge, to 
"politic" for action which was contrary to the policy and views of the 
Department of Defense and the Army. Noted that it was the desire of 
CIA, through me as an Army Officer, to keep the present situation "in 
the family" in an effort to save Gen. [|__| embarrassment. Suggested 
that Gen. [____ discuss the matter with me before making any further 
statements before this particular SANACC sub-committee. 25X14 

Gen. Eberle said he would talk to Gen.[—isdiBY the )§=—955xJ 
first opportunity and appeared grateful that we had taken this approach 
through him, 


2. Conferred with Mr. George Allen, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Public Information, in his office. 


‘I referred to the same meeting noted above, with particu- 
lar mention of Mr. Oechsner's remark that "one of the problems of his 
working committee under NSC 4 is whether they coordinate *facilities' 
or tactivities'!. Noted that CIA was most anxious to support Mr. Allen 
in his program in every possible way but that we also had a job and 
could not permit Mr. Oechsner or anyone else to "free wheel" in matters 
not pertinent to his own job and which might jeopardize the security 
of ours. Noted that such activities were not only dangerous to us but 
might well endanger Mr. Allen's own mission. Strongly recommended that 
he take steps to keep his people within their own field of endeavor-- 
or at least out of ours--so that it would not be necessary for us to 
take action through higher authority. 


Mr. Allen thanked me for bringing the matter to his atten- 
tion but made no commitments.
